(from the Memohis Ledger, May 29.]

Colonel Collier stepped to the front

riy to fire, which they did, 
throwing the shot and balls in and around the 
front porch of the hotel where the children 
of Colonel Collier and the guests of the hotel 
were seated. Colonel Collier and friends re- 
turned the fire briskly, killing one negro, Jobn 
Raynor, and wounding four others. The ne- 
groes precipitately fi it is almost miraca- 
lous bow the perty of ten or twelve persons, 
who were io front of the hotel, escaped being 
kilied or injured; but fortumstely no one was 
h except Colonel Collier, who received a 
slight wound in the tbieh.

in their power to avoid the difficulty, bat tue 
negroes were determined to force the fignt- 
ing. To-day sll te quiet at Hopetield, bat 
considerable anxtety is felt lest fighting may 
be renewed, to the great danger of the peace- 
able inhabitants.

Dearly equal. fome of the aecrease in values 
may be due to the anticipations of a large crop 
aud acrowded market, but not more, perhaps, 
than about 10 per cent. 

A general survey of the whole fleld leads to 
one of two conclusions—perhaps to both: Firat, 
that the quality was poorer, and second, that it 
was badly handk d before betvg sent to the mar- 
ket. Which of these two causes was the more 
potent? 

The erop of 1870 had the advantage ofa better 
season than the average—in the start of the plant, 
tbe growth, the matur'tyand the nousing—and 
while that crop may,by bare poss bility,have lost 
something In quality on account of the season, 
the loss could bave oeen but little. If this be 
true, then it follows that the principal cause may 
be found in the suppo-ed [act that the plant was 
bot propery hanagled ia curing and priz ng. 

Evidently farmers were enaearoring largely to 
increase their crops, stimulate? by the high 
prices prevatiing for the crop of 1889, and conse- 
quently they set cut a greater breavth of land. 
Then thes must bave pushei the plant into the 
drying-house, an‘ out of tt again, in great hase, 
betore It was perfectly cured, that they might be 
firstin the warket. 

The great potot with the farmer, in order to 
receive reasonably good prices, should be to 
cure the plant as thoroughliv as possible before 
prizing; because, if it has not been properly 
oried, when it arrives and is Inspected, it will be 
forced on the market to prevent actual loss to the 
producer or shipper; so that the very haste to 
increase his profits proves the means of lessen- 
ing them. Theretssomuch depending on the 
proper curing of the pliant, that some remarks on 
the subject will notcnly not beamiss, but mayre- 
sult in benefit to all cone+rned—the farmer, the 
broker, the manufacturer an4 the consumer, 

Tbere are fcur method: of curing resorted to, 
as fullow-: with open wood res and smoke, 
with furpaces and flues filled with heated atr 
and smoke and witb air in its natural state. and 
wlth charcoal fumes. A too common metho is 
with open fires of wood built in the drying 
house, the emoke baving free access to every 
leat im the building. The results of this method 
are an exceedipgiy uneven cure, because the 
low+rr ranks will be burned before the upper 
ones are dry; or, if burning is avoided, thena 
large part of the predurr im the house ts taken 
cown and prized before itis haif dried, Bat 
this ts pot all. The emoke from tbe wood fre- 
quently used, green from the forest, gives the 
plant a bitter taste that very greatly injures its 
value, even should it be thoroughly and evenly 
arte d. 

The use of flues, Oiled with hot air, carried 
through the drying-house, is much better than 
the fre and :moke, because it Inflicts no Ditter- 
ness on the leaf, nor ia there so much risk of 
overheating, especially ifthe flues are property 
copstruct+d ahd juaiciously distributed through 
the building. Anotner advantage is that it 
enables the farmer to cure his crop in much less 
time tban by the fist or the third method 

A better process, however, is to permit the 
air, In its natural temperature, to do all the 
curing. The disadvantags in this method isthe 
great length of time required to thoroughly dry. 
Its advantages are that it curea evenly, slowly 
and surely; 1 does not subject the plant to the 
risk of burning, por does it impart any bitter- 
ness, but leaves the product Im a pure, sweet 
condition, fully prepared for andy climate and 
any demand. One great argument in its favor is 
that tobaceo thus cured ts worth, asd will coring, 
one to three cents per ib more than if curei by 
tne first or second process, 

The fourth method is the use of charcoal 
fumes. The dl-advantages are the risk of burn- 
ing or too rapidly drying the lower ranks while 
the upper ones are not ready for prizing, and 
danger to heaith or life of the attendants from 
the fumes, its advantages are that it is expedi- 
ious, and that, like saltpeter to meat, i, imparts 
a good color ana a sWeet taste, especially vaiua- 
bie; besides, in ® Woodland region of couatry, 
the coal can be very easily prepared. Charcoal- 
cured tobacco is More valuavie than any otner, 
because, when carefully attended to, it is of det- 
ter color, and in better condition than any other 
cuce, All things considered, however, th: air- 
cure is preferable, for 11s 80sence from risk, its 
evenness, thoroughness, 2000 effect on the 
plant, and the Increased money vaiue of the 
product. 

Anctber trouble with many farmers, espectally 
in Southern Kentucky, 18 that they prize woo 
heavily.
